AUDITORS’ REPORT

Ladies and Gentlemen: 

It is our opinion that the present scope of the examination of the accounts and 
financial records of the Treasurer and other Offices of the Town of Rutland, 
is not in compliance with Vermont Statutes Annotated, Volumn 24, Section 1681 , 
Auditors; duties: meeting. 

Because we require additional training, the development of an audit program 
for each fund account, and the financial support from your Boards for audit 
time and materials, we cannot express an opinion as to the fairness and 
accuracy of the financial statements in the 1981 Annual Report prepared by 
the Treasurer for Municipal Fund Accounts, for fiscal year January 1, 1981 to 
December 31, 1981 or the School District Treasurer's financial statements, for 
fiscal year July 1, 1980 to June 30, 1981 

It is our understanding that the board of Selectmen, as revenue sharing 
recipients, are required this year to employ the services of a certified public 
accountant to conduct an audit of their accounts as of year ending December 
31, 1981 and a report submitted to the Office of Revenue Sharing. We suggest 
that when proposals are requested from accounting firms that the School 
District accounts be included within the scope of their examination. The 
accounting firm selected for this examination should assist the town auditors 
to develop audit programs to comply with state statues.

However, 
with complete cooperation from all members, we feel that we met the many 
challenges that faced us, making the year successful. 

Our Committee form of government functioned very efficiently with two 
Selectmen carrying out their respective assignments many times without the 
involvement of the full Board. 

Shortly after Town Meeting, the Selectmen appointed three Citizen 
Committees to study areas we felt most important to the future of Rutland 
Town. The three committees were, namely, an Industrial Development Com- 
mittee, Sewer Study Committee and Town Hall Renovation Committee. 

All three of these groups have been active and will be submitting a Pro- 
gress Report at Town Meeting and also in our Town Report. 

Our summer paving program was completed with many of our roads being 
re-treated and brought back into good condition. We plan on continuing our 
program enabling us to keep our Road Network in the very best of condition 
within our means. 

Our winter maintenance program had been altered somewhat by the 
introduction of more use of sand whenever possible. With the increased cost 
of road salt, we will do all that is possible to keep our expenses at a minimum by 
efficiently maintaining our roads for safe travel. 

The Rutland Town Fire Department once again did an outstanding job in 
meeting the many challenges that faced them. I am sure that all the townspeople 
will join me in saying THANK YOU for a job well done. Also, congratulations 
and a 'thank you' is extended to all parties who were responsible for the addition 
of one bay at our McKinley Avenue Station. 

This past year, we had an energy audit carried out at both Fire Stations and 
by complying with some of the recommendations, we hope to save somewhat 
on our heating and electrical expenditures. 

Our Recreation Program, both at Northwood Park and Dewey Field in 
Center Rutland was very successful. With the many opportunities such as 
swimming, baseball, tennis, etc. available to us, I am sure many of our towns- 
people had a most enjoyable summer. A sincere ‘thank you' is extended to our 
Recreation Commission and all persons connected with recreation who are 
responsible for scheduling the various functions. 

Our Town Planning Commission is busy in the preliminary drafting of zoning 
regulations. The year ahead should see progress in our proposed zoning and 
we hope for much more imput and interest when our hearings are held. 

Our landfill was opened to the public Saturday, August 15, and seemed to 
have met with the approval of a majority of the townspeopls. A complete study 
of our landfill operation will be carried out before preparing our 1982 budget 
figures and rescheduling of hours may be brought about.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF SCHOOL DIRECTORS and ADMINISTRATION 

TO 

RUTLAND TOWN CITIZENS 

The proposed budget for the year July 1, 1982 to June 30, 1983 is under the 
mandate of the Vermont School Accounting Manual. 

The School Board is pleased to report that it returned to the Town $101,760 
last year. This was surplus money that came back to the Town at the end of the 
year in tuition refunds, credits and investments. This return resulted in a 
savings of 15<t on the tax rate for the people of Rutland Town. 

This year our overall school budget increase will be just under 7%. We feel 
with the economy as it is, this percentage is something we should be able to 
absorb. 

The Facility Planning Committee met last yearand looked into two possi- 
bilities for Rutland Town School. One was the construction of the new Jr. -Sr 
High School, the other an addition of a Middle School to our present structure. 
The idea of a new Jr.-Sr. High School for the Town did not materialize due to 
many factors, primarily financial, and the decrease in enrollment in the sur- 
rounding areas. However, we are still under a waiver from the State Depart- 
ment regarding Cheney Hill, having our Art Classes in the lobby, lack of space 
for Speech Classes, Special Education Classes and Band Practice. Our Indus- 
trial Arts Shop is much too small and we worry about safety in this area. 

The School Board voted to go ahead with plans for an addition to best 
solve our present problems. We have been working very hard with Don 
Sumner, an architect with I. W. Hershey Associates, to come u£ with a well 
planned and economical addition. 

We feel we have done this, and pamphlets detailing costs will be distrib- 
uted to the Townspeople before the March election. The School Board hopes 
to inform the public on this addition so that we will be able to have an affirmative 
vote in March and construction can begin in the spring. 

This year we changed our electric heat management system to a newer, 
more up-to-date model. We are in the process of working out the bugs and feel 
it will save us a great deal of money in the years to come. 

The School Board has always had the support of the Townspeople and we 
feel we can count on you again. Our P.T.O. has also been helpful in informing 
the public and we thank them for their support. 

The School Board is always interested in how our graduates do afterthey 
leave Rutland Town School. This year we received a report from Rutland High 
that out of 31 students that entered 9th grade from Rutland Town, 17 had made 
the Honor Roll. We should be very proud of the educational system and our 
teachers at Rutland Town School. 

Once again, the School Board wishes to thank our entire staff and admin- 
istration for the extremely high quality of education and dedication that they 
have given our children. This could only be accomplished by the strong 
support that you. the voters, have given us.

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RUTLAND REGIONAL COMMISSION 
1981 REPORT 

The Rutland Regional Commission is a public planning and development 
agency whose governing board is comprised of representatives from commun- 
ities in Rutland County. The RRC is a good investment of local government 
funds! For every dollar of local contribution, the Commission has generated in 
excess of $10 more for programs which serve all of us. In addition, we are 
involved in a variety of programs producing loans and grants in the County 
which multiply that amount several-fold. The emphasis of the Commission is 
on assistance to member communities and, when appropriate, seeking 
regional solutions to common problems. 

In the current year our program breaks into five basic categories: 

Transportation — implementing a transit center program for Vermont 
Transit Lines, the Bus and other surface transportation; management and 
technical assistance to the Bus Co.; updating the 1975 Transportation Plan for 
the region including help for towns with highway problems; a work ride- 
sharing program; and seeking state legislative support for improved highways 
in Rutland County. 

Economic Development — research and planning; including an industrial 
sites survey program for many Rutland County communities; and a high 
technology industry locational study. , 

Solid Waste Disposal — substantial work with the Rutland Oounty Solid 
Waste District on a sanitary landfill, resource recovery plant development, and 
implementation of a recycling program. 

Historic Building Preservation And Renovation — assistance to communi- 
ties on historic preservation programs, including work for the Fair Haven 
Village Green Historic District for building reconstruction, and the Rutland 
Downtown Development Corp. 

Local Assistance And Services — to member communities for such items 
as town plans, flood plain zoning, management, capital improvement pro- 
gramming, maps and aerial photos, grant applications, and training sessions 
for local officials on various municipal subjects. The Commission was 
involved in initiating, administering and financially supporting the recently 
completed Rutland Region 20/20 project which involved the efforts of over 200 
community leaders, looking to the year 2000 and developing long-term spe- 
cific recommendations for the region's future. If supported the regional sewer 
program for Rutland City and Town, Mendon and Sherburne; and this year 
became an Affiliate Census Data Center Support services are provided to the 
Rutland County Health Council. 

We have been pleased to help the Town this year on their sewer program, 
ndustrial development, the bus. as well as the Rutland Region 20/20 Project 
which was co-chaired by your Board of Selectmen Chairman, Mr Bob Solari, 
With the help of your Commissioner Mr. Ned Hemenway, we hope to be of even

THE BUS COMPANY, INC 
1981 ANNUAL REPORT 

During the last fiscal year (October 1980 - September 1981) The Bus 
Company has continued to provide effective public transportation services to 
a large number of Rutland Region residents. At the same time, the Board of 
Commissioners took steps to insure the continuation of the system, despite 
federal funding cuts, by streamlining services and generating greater user 
participation. 

Ridership on “the bus" has increased from almost 171,000 passengers in 
1980 to close to 183,000 passengers in 1981 — an increase of over 7%; revenues 
from fares and contracts also increased by 6% from $136,273 to $144,860. The 
Board acted to control costs by raising fares, reducing unnecessary service 
and expanding contract services to agencies and individuals. And the operat- 
ing ratio — the proportion of total costs met by funds from fares and contracts 
— is 56% which is very good for a public transit system of this size and an 
increase over last year, This means that the increasing costs are being met in 
large part, by sources other than the funds contributed by local communities. 
In fact, of the total budget of "the bus" only 1 0.5% comes directly from the local 
assessments of participating communities. 

The Board of Commissioners has continued to be involved in the design of 
a new terminal for "the bus." This terminal, scheduled to be constructed in the 
lower deck of the Rutland City parking garage by late 1982, will also provide 
space to be leased by Vermont Transit. The new terminal will better coordinate 
the trips made by regional residents on both systems and give "the bus” and 
Vermont Transit much better passenger facilities than they now have. Also 
underway are plans to acquire new vehicles, relocate the maintenance and 
office facilities to a more economic location, improve management and opera- 
tions to make more effective use of our limited resources and introduce 
legislation to streamline the organizational structure of regional transit sys- 
tems and promote extended cooperation and coordination with private transit 
operators. 

The system continues to operate six days a week from 7 AM to 6 PM. 
Service to the general public is provided each half hour from Rutland Plaza to 
points in Rutland City and Rutland Town; Proctor is served three times daily 
and experimental service is provided five times daily to Poultney and Cas- 
tleton, During the winter months “the bus" goes to Pico daily. Special buses 
and vans also serve the clients of various human services agencys and schools 
in the Rutland Region. With its own maintenance and garage facilities, "the 
bus" is able to keep vehicles in operation in all kinds of weather and with very 
few interruptions of service 

In spite of — or perhaps because of — federal funding. The Bus Company 
is committed to continuing to provide public transportation services to 
regional residents. We are looking forward to your involvement with us and the 
other communities which are members of The Bus Company.
